Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
milk  order  in  June  1964a  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $3,54  per  hundred- 
weight for  milk  testing  3,57oo  A butterfat  differential  of  7,0  cents  for  each  one 
tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3,5%  standard 
will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing 
service  deduction  and.  authorized  hauling  charges  , The  computation  of  the  minimiim 
blend  price  is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4, 


The  $3,54  price  for  June  1964,  is  2 cents  above  the  May  1964  price,  and  8 cents 
above  the  June  1963  price. 


SEASONAL  PRICING  PLAN' 

During  the  months  of  April,  May  and  June,  the  Fort  Wayne  Order  provides  that 
a portion  of  the  money  paid  Into  the  market-wide  pool  by  handlers,  plus  interest, 
be  set  aside  for  distribution  to  producers  in  the  months  of  September,  October 
and  November,  This  will  result  in  higher  prices  to  producers  during  these  months 
of  normally  low  milk  production.  For  June  approximately  35  cents  per  hundred- 
weight was  placed  in  this  fund.
